Calling 
Out Evil 


The philosopher who composed 
Ecclesiastes advises us “Do not be over 
righteous, neither be over wise, why 
destroy yourself?” (Ecclesiastes 7:16) 
Accusing others of wrongdoing, 
especially when there is any chance that 
we might be mistaken, is almost always 
folly, and we are likely to have the lens 
of criticism focused on us as a result. 

But, there are times when it is 
appropriate to be assertive in calling 
someone out. When someone is 
mistreating us our “moral alarm bells” 
are usually loud and clear and we should 
speak up about it. It may take courage to 
do so, but it usually prevents a lot of 
future mistreatment. It’s even more 
important to stand up to bullies and 
haters when they are picking on someone 
who is weaker or too timid to stand up 
for him or herself. Students at Ohio State 
University and the University of 
Nebraska recently created web sites 
intended to “call out” people who posted 
racist, sexist, or otherwise hateful 
comments on Twitter and other social 
media web sites. Courage is central to the 
moral life because it requires courage to 
speak up for what is right. But, we 
should remember also to be circumspect 
about our criticism. It is often easier to 
see the speck of dust in your neighbor's 
eye than the log in your own.

From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 
Religious Institutions 
Augusta Presbyterian 
Church Continued 

In 1879 Rev. J. M. Evans 
led the movement to build the 
present edifice. These were 
days of rejoicing and prosperi¬ 
ty for the beloved church. The 
beautiful music, the fine or¬ 
gan, and the intellectual mem¬ 
bership all were conducive to 
the splendid cooperation of 
the congregation. 

In 1882, after the resigna¬ 
tion of Rev. Evans, who en¬ 
tered the Evangelistic field. Dr. 
E. H. Harding of North Caro¬ 
lina was called to the pulpit. 
Mrs. Harding organized the 
first Missionary Society, thus 
inspiring the zeal of the other 
good women of the church 
which has never ceased. 

In 1889 the two General 
Assemblies recommended the 
consolidation of the two Pres¬ 
byterian Churches of Augusta 
into one Society to be more 
efficient and exert a better 
infiuence in the community. 
This union was fully accom¬ 
plished in 1891 while Rev. F. 
P. Ramsey was pastor. 

In 1894 Mrs. Belle R. 
Cleveland led a movement 
which resulted in the organi¬ 
zation of the first Presbyte- 
rial union of the Women’s 
Missionary Societies in the 
State of Kentucky. This or¬ 
ganization was perfected in 
a meeting of delegates which 


occurred in Augusta in April 
1894 and Mrs. Cleveland be¬ 
came its first president. 

This organization became 
the Presbyterial Auxiliary, 
which now exists, this change 
being accomplished when 
Mrs. Marion Lauderback of 
Augusta was President of the 
Presbyterial organization. 

In 1904 Sharon and Au¬ 
gusta churches resolved to 
separate, dissolving a union 
in pastoral services which had 
existed for many years. 

During the pastorate of 
Dr. W. O. Cochran, Mrs. Co¬ 
chran organized the Women’s 
Bible Class which she contin¬ 
ued to teach until God called 
her to her Heavenly home af¬ 
ter which Mrs. John D. McK- 
ibben taught the class most ac¬ 
ceptably until she, too, entered 
Eternal Rest. 

On Sunday evening, De¬ 
cember 1, 1929 the church 
celebrated the Fiftieth Anni¬ 
versary of the building of the 
present church auditorium 
on Fourth Street near Upper. 
At this time the new Sunday 
building was in the course 
of construction, the building 
having commenced during 
the summer of that year. The 
amount of $15,000 was sub¬ 
scribed for the erection of a 
brick building about seventy- 
five feet long, and thirty-five 
feet wide with a basement for 
heating facilities and two sto¬ 
ries above ground.

Appendectomy 

An appendectomy is surgery to 
remove the appendix. The appendix 
is a small, finger-shaped organ that 
comes out from the first part of the 
large intestine. It becomes necessary 
to remove it when it becomes swollen 
(inflamed) or infected. An appendix 
that has a hole in it (perforated) can 
leak and infect the entire abdomen, 
which can be life threatening. 


broken open or a pocket of 
infection (abscess) formed, the 
patient’s abdomen will be 
washed out during surgery 
to prevent further complications. 

► The goal is always to remove an 
infected appendix before it ruptures 
And living without an appendix 
causes no known health problems. 



► Most often, the first symptom is 
pain around the belly button, which 
may be mild at first and then becomes 
sharp and severe. The pain often 
moves into the right lower abdomen. 
Other symptoms may include diarrhea, 
constipation, fever, reduced appetite, 
and nausea/vomiting. 


^ Dr. Karl Schulstad performs 
appendectomies at Harrison 
Memorial Hospital’s operating suites. 
Patients tend to recover quickly, 
leaving the hospital in a day or two. 
Resuming normal activities within 
2-4 weeks after leaving the hospital 
is common with these patients. 


^ During an appendectomy, general 
anesthesia is used. The surgeon 
makes a small cut in the right lower 
side of the patient’s belly area and 
removes the appendix. It also can 
be removed laparoscopically, 
using small surgical cuts and a 
camera.

We 
hope by now that our farmers 
are able to get into their fields 
as most will be playing ‘catch 
up’ for a while. Traditionally, 
Memorial Day has meant 
the end to some activities 
and the beginning of many 
such as setting tobacco and 
summer vacations! Because 
of Memorial Day, this article 
is being written before the 
actual holiday. While the 
farmers are catching up on 
farming, the ladies attheNews 
office have to ‘work ahead’ 
in order to enjoy their much 
deserved Memorial Day off! 
Therefore, Monday’s work is 
being completed on Friday, 
May 24 and we appreciate 
the opportunity to contribute 
to the paper and are happy to 
send our article in a timely 
manner! 

Time is running short for 
the roll-offs to be in the county. 
Because of the early deadline 
for the News, we cannot 
give the exact locations of 
the dumpsters, but once the 
dumpsters are filled at their 
current locations of Milford, 
Berlin and Brooksville, they 
will be moved. Tentative 
locations for replacements 
will be Foster and Augusta 
but please call the Office of 
Judge Executive Earl Bush 
at 735-2300 for updated 
information or our Office of 
Solid Waste Management at 
735-9960. Again, we must 
emphasize that NO tires be 
put into these roll-offs! It 
is amazing how many folks 
do not want to follow rules! 
As older adults gather and 
converse, oftentimes the 
subject comes up concerning 
‘the young people of today’. 
Children tend to follow the 
example of those around 
them and if the adults in 
their lives are consistently 
bending the rules to the point 
of breaking them, then it is 
easy to see why the young 
people are disrespectfiil and 
irresponsible! Of course, 
peer pressure has a huge 


infiuence on kids but that’s 
a whole different debatable 
subject! 

Recently we talked 
with Mr. David Appelman 
from the Bracken County 
Extension Office who 
asked us to remind our area 
farmers that the Rinse and 
Return Program for chemical 
containers will take place on 
Thursday, June 20. Labels 
and lids need to be removed 
from the rinsed containers 
and taken to the Brooksville 
Farm Supply from 8-10 AM 
and to the Augusta Farm 
Supply between 1 PM and 
2 PM. This program is a 
means for farmers to properly 
dispose of dangerous 
chemical containers while 
at the same time recycling 
those containers through the 
University of Kentucky’s 
program. It does take time to 
prepare these containers, but 
it is worth the effort because 
these containers do pose a 
health risk. An even worse 
scenario is for the containers 
to be burned which smells 
really badly but would also 
release not only the toxins 
from the container itself, but 
the added contamination of 
the chemicals! 

Another dangerous air 
pollutant comes from the 
emissions of lawn mowers 
and the EPA advises to mow 
after 6 PM if possible to cut 
down on these emissions and 
to use electric or reel type 
mowers. Fortunately for us 
we live in an area that does 
not mandate such measures 
(yet!), but any measures we 
can take to preserve our air 
quality will definitely help to 
postpone such regulations! 
We used the reel type 
mowers as kids and if you 
really want to keep your 
kids busy this summer, give 
them a reel-type mower to 
use and explain to them it is 
part of your overall strategy 
to RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
clean, green and beautiful!

For 25-plus 
minutes Army played Kentucky 
to a stand-off before UK made its 
run to an 80-65 win. Afterwards, 
Army’s little known coach kicked 
in a locker in the Coliseum dressing 
room.
